Ag Israel’s penitance and God’s par. 
‘don, according to Hos. xiv, the regu- 
lar lesson for the day, can only be by 
the Holy Spirit, we will consider brief- 
ly that lesson, but give most of the 
time to the gospel lesson. It is as 
they shall look upon Him whom they 
have pierced, when they shall see Him 


pour upon the house of David and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem the Spirit of | 
grace and of supplication, and there 
shall be a national mourning and a 
| national forgiveness (Zech. xii, 9; xiii, 
1). Then shall Hos. xiv be fulfilled, 
|and after that He will pour out His 
| Spirit upon all flesh (Joel ii, 27, 28). 

It is only by the same Holy Spirit 
that believers in this present age can 
know the meaning of sin and right- 
{eousness and judgment by knowing 
Jesus Christ as the great sin bearer 
and by seeing in His sufferings how 
hateful sin is to God. Jesus Christ 
can only be a great Saviour to such as 
j have seen themselves to be great sin- 
ners. Paul saw himself to be the chief 
of sinners, and to him Jesus Christ 
}was such a great Saviour that he 
could think or talk of no one else. It 
will be just so with his people Israel, 
and after their conversion there will 
be a nation of Pauls to make Jesus 
Christ known to all the world. 

In this present age if every believer | 
was filled with the Spirit as our Lord 
Jesus would like us to be then the 
world that seeth not and knoweth not 
and ‘cannot receive the Spirit of truth 
would see something of Jesus Christ 
in His people, and many would want 
to know Him. The Spirit always tes- 
tifies of Christ, teaches things con- 
cerning Him, guides into all truth, 
shows us things to come and brings to 
remembrance what we have read or 
heard about Jesus (John xiv, 16, 17, 
26; xv, 26; xvi, 7-13). He is specially 
“the Comforter” (partakelos) and is 
so called four times in these verses 
just referred to. 

So we have a comforter in the pres- 
ence of the Father and a Comforter 
dwelling in us, but more wonderful 
still, according to verses 17, 23, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit all dwell in us if 
we are true believers and make our 
bodies their abode, or mansion, for the 
word translated ‘‘abode”’ in verse 23 is 
the very best word which is translat- 
ed “mansion” in verse 2, and it is used 
| nowhere else, although the verb from 
which the noun comes is used a great 
|many times and is variously translat- 
|ed—abide, remain, dwell, continue. 

It is impossible to fully grasp such a 
truth, and yet it is stated again and 
‘again in such words as these: ‘Christ 
| liveth in me,” “That Christ may dwell 

s- by trith’: “Phe-tife-of 
| Jesus made manifest in our body” 
ii, 20; Eph. ii, 17; II Cor. iv, 10. 

11). In verse 19 of our lesson He 
| seems to say that He expects that the 
| world will see Him in us. His life at 
the Father’s right hand, where He 
ever livetlt to make intercession for 
|us, makes sure our life, and if we 
would ‘more stadfastly behold Him 
and not people our circumstances we 
would be more manifestly changed into 

His likeness by the Spirit (II Cor. iii, 

18), He longs to revgal Himself to us 
/and through us, and He does this by 
| His Spirit and His word (I Sam, iii, 
|21; Ps. exix, 130; II Cor. iv, 6; John 
i vi, 63; xiv, 21-23). 

We must not only read His word 
and memorize it, laying it up in our 


| hearts, but we must eat it, appropri- ed 


late it, make it our very own, accord- 
ing to Jer. xv, 16; Job. xxiii, 12; Ezek. 
| iii, 1-4; Rev. x, 8-11. Thus only can 
we know the peace which He alone 
can give. He is the Prince of peace, 
God of peace, the peace of God, our 
| peace (Isa, ix, 6, 7; Heb. xiii, 20; 
| Phil iv, 6, 7; Col. iii, 15; Eph. ii, 
114). By the blood of His cross He 
|has made peace, and when we truly 
| receive Him we have peace with God 
‘and may be filled with joy and peace 
in believing (Col. i, 20; Rom. v, 1; xv, 
13). but the peace of God will only

Entire Ceremony of Crowning 
of King and Queen Is Sym- 
bolic of a Wedding to the 
British Nation. 


On June 22nd King George V. will 
crowned in Westminster Abbey 
with all the quaint rites and elabor- 
ute ceremonials which, with the ex. 
ception of certain minor alterations, 
have been religiously observed at the 
coronation of every sovereign in Eng. 
land since the time of William the 
Conqueror. The ceremony is more 
spiend:d, elaborate, und emblematic 
than in any other country of Europe. 
Every day for many weeks past the 
London newspapers have recorded 
the progress of the prepurations for 
the supreme event, and announced 
fresh additions to the round of bril- 
liant functions which will make Lon- 
don—usually sober and absorbed in 
business—the gayest capital in the 


world this coming midsummer, 
Though the discontinuance of the 
banquet in Westminster Hall has 


robbed the coronation of some pic- 
turesque feudal customs, the cere- 
mony in the Abbey has been most

jealously guarded in every detail of 


its impressive ritual. From begin- 
ning to end it is intensely symbolic; 
the series of acts presenting the King 
in his triple capacity of priest, soldier 
and civil magistrate. Each article of 
the regalia symbolizes one or other of 
these functions, all being summed up 
in the crown itse:f—“the round and 
top of sovereignty.” The richly-jewel- 
ed sceptre with the dove recalls the 
peaceful days of Edward after the ex- 
pulsion of the Danes, and the gloves 
are a reminder of his abolition of the 
Danegelt—a token that the King's 
hands should be moderate in the 


taking of taxes. 

~The coronation “of pure gold, ; 
with a magnificent fuby carved with 
a St. George’s cross, and surrounded 
by diamonds, typifies the marriage of 
the sovereign to his people, and has 
been poetically called ‘England’: 
wedding ring.”” The anointing with 
oi] 1s traced back to the setting apart 
of the first King of Israel. The am- 
pulla, the vessel of pure gold in 
which the consecrated oil is contain- 
ed, is in the shape of an eagle with 
outstretched wings, the oil being 
The spoon 
into which it is poured is of silver, 
richly gilt, and adorned on the han- 
die with four large pearls. These two 
articles, it is interesting to note, are 
supposed to be the sole relics of the 
original regalia of England demolish- 
by the ruthless Cromwell at the 
time of the Civil .War. . 

The existing emblems were made 
on the old mode's for the coronation 
of Charles II. The curtana, or sword 
of Mercy, is the principal one in dig- 
nity of the three which are carried 
unsheathed before the King. It has 
no point, its blunted blade being a 
token of mercy. The sword of Justice 
to the Spirituality, is pointed, but 
somewhat obtuse; and the sword of 
Justice to the Temporality is sharp 
pointed. The tcabbards of all three 
are covered with a rich  brocaded 
tissue of cloth and studded with gilt 
ornaments, The sword of State is a 
tworhanded weapon, with a scabbard 
of crimson velvet, decorated with 
gold plates of the royal badges, 

The orb, the symbol of dominion, 
which is placed in the King’s hand 
immediately before the crowning, is 
a ball of gold six inches in diameter, 
surmounted by a fine amethyst,

Another quaint{ mediueval story re- 


counts how the anointing oil was 
miraculously delivered to Thomas 
Becket by the Virgin Mary. The ob- 


ject, however, to which most mystery 
and interest attach is the coronation 
stone, or ‘Stone of Destiny,” in the 


famous King Edward's chair, in 
which the actual crowning takes 
place. It was brought to London in 


1296 by Edward I., from Scone in 
Scotland, where the Scottish kings 
had been crowned upon it for genera-, 
tions. .According to the legend, the 
stoné is actually that on which the 
Patriarch Jacob pillowed his head at 
Bethel. It was conveyed to Egypt, 
from whence it was brought to Spain 
by Guethelus, the founder of the 
Scottish nation. finding its way after- 
wards to Ireland, and eventually to 
the church at Scone. On its removal 
to Westminster Abbey, Edward had 
the present chair made to receive it, 
and dedicated it to the Confessor, 
and since then every English sove- 
reign has been crowned in the his- 
toric seat, which is richly draped for 
the occasion. 

The chair known as Queen Mary's 
chair, which was made for Mary IIT. 
and in which the third sovereign of 
that name is about to be crowned, is 
a close imitation of its ancient con- 
sort. On one occasion this royal seat 
was usurped by a _ Westminster 
schoolboy, who secreted himself over. 
nignt in the Abbey, and scratched on 
the back of it this brief record of his 
temerity: ‘‘P. Abbott slept in this 
chair, July, 1800."

Coal Output of Nova Scotia. 

Coal production in Nova Scotia for 
the year 1910 amounted to a total of 
6,477,146 tons, being an increase over 
/ 1909 production of 281,183 tons, Col- 
liery consumption accounted for 515,- 
720 tons. ‘Lhe protracted strike at the 
| plant of Cumberland Railway & Coal 
| Co. was responsible last year for a 
aecreased output in Cumberland coun. 
| ty. 277,862 tons were mined as against 
| 642,040 tor the year before. The Mari- 
/ time Coal, Railway & Power Co. was 
| the chiet producer, having raised 161,- 
843 tons. Pictou county produced 
29,599 tons, the greatest producer 
| being the Acadia Coal Co. and the 
Intercolonial Coal Co. Inverness 
county 964,104 tons were raised, of 
which the Inverness Railway & Coal 
Co. contributed 277,257 tons and the 
Port Huod-Kichmond Railway & Coal 
| Co. the balance. ‘Lhe output of Cape 
| Breton county was 4,205,131 tons, 
which is a considerable increase over 
| that of 1909, when 3,644,392 tons were 
| raised. The great buik of this ton- 
| nage was raised by tne Dominion Coal 
Co., with 3,244,754 tons, and the Nova 
Scotia Steel & Coal Co. with 836,343 
' tons. Over eleven thousand persons 
were employed in tne industry dur- 
ing the year. 


Want Our Cider. 


In this present year of scarcity, 
there is a greater demand than usual 
in England for Canadian cider. The 
| supply from Canada has been limited 

owing to the small crop of apples and 
| the greater portion retailed for con- 
sumption as fruit, Inquiries are there- 
fore being made for fresh sources of 
supply. In connection with these in- 
quiries it is worth while pointing out 
tnat while in the south of England the 
| superiority of local-made cider is 
strongly asserted, there is in the mid- 
lands considerable demand for the im- 
ported product, It is claimed that ow- 
ing to the greater sunshine prevailing 
during the ripening season, Canadian 
apples yield a finer article than can 
be obtained even from the best blends 
of English varicties.—Canadian Cen- 
tury.

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BEAVERS AS ARCHITECTS, 


Villages Buil: by Them Are Marvele 
of Perfection. 

Beavers argange their homes in 9 
neighborly way to furm villages and 
towns. It has heen pointed out that 
they are iake dwellers for the sama 
reason that early races of men lived 
over the water. The chief. differences 
between the two, however, is that 
men built over natural ponds, wher 
as the beaver makes a pond where ha 
happens to want it. The labors of no 
other animal on earth, aside from 
man, present so many _ interesting 
phases as those of the beaver. 

According to Macoun, who ha¢ 
tnade most exhaustive studies ol 
these little animals, whole tribes of 
beavers unite to bt‘ld_ villages, 
Houses, invariabl” of two foors, bear 
witness to the uniform: genius of thesa 
architects. The pantry occupies the 
ground floor, but the upper floors of 
the beaver’s domicle are reserved fot 
his hours ot sleep and leisure. 

The walls and upper part are re- 
markably thick, sometimes measur. 
ing several fret. Then, at the begin. 
ning of hard frost, the exterior is 
coated with a thick layer of mud 


e+ ee 
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which immediately freezes and hus 
the double advantage of perfectly 
shutting out the cold air and of 


guarding against the attacks of wol- 
verines. 

The smartness of the beaver is also 
seen in the care it takes not only to 
lay in provisions in advance, but alse 
in arranging creep-holes to insure its 
retreat in case of surprise, and for 
its subsistence in a day of need. 

The most extraordinary works of 
the beaver are, of course, the dams 
that they throw across rivers and 
along the shores of lakes. In this 
matte. they are qualified to rank with 
the best of engineers. Two points 
especially in their-work attract at- 
tention, the first being the skill and 
strength displayed in the construce 
tion, and the second being their un. 
erring choice of the best materials. 

In examining the construction of a 
beaver dam, one is at once struck 
with its extreme simplicity. The 
wonder is how the mud kneaded and 
applied by the beaver’s paws, un- 
assisted by even the trowel-shaped 


tail, becomes a hydraulic cement 
that time hardens instead of dis- 
solves, 


| The extent of ...e beaver’s works is 

as surprising as their perfection. 
Some of them are really colossal, and 
several chains in length. Artificial 
lakes of considerable size owe their 
origin to these dams. The extent of 
the dams is the most striking proof 
of the social ‘habits of the beaver, for 
several families must have combined 
to carry out the. plans, and if indi- 
vidual instinct produces the results 
of a general government among these 
laborers, ‘they must be influenced by
